Open Talks 


Premier Indicates 
Disarmament May 
Top Paris Agenda 


PARIS (AP* — Soviet Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev arrived in Paris 
today for a 11-day state visit and 
indicated that disarmament may 
be uppermost in his mind when 
he talks with French President 
Charles de Gaulle. 
In a speech after landing at Or­ 
ly Airport, Khrushchev touched on 
main problems facing East and 
West 
but 
said 
"We must 
in 
particular care for the problem oi 
disarmament.’’ 
De Gaulle, whose government is 
pushing ahead with a program of 
nuclear weapon development to 
increase its status in world coun­ 
cils. gave no indication of his re­ 
action to Khrushchev’s words. Al­ 
ways austere, he stood quietly by 
as an interpreter translated from 
the Russian. 
Khrushchev also made what ap­ 
peared to be an oblique reference 
to Berlin, speaking of the dan­ 
gerous leftovers of World War II, 
a description he has often applied 
to the still-occupied German me­ 
tropolis. 
"These shells and these bombs 
are corroded by rust,’’ he said, 
"and one runs a great risk in un­ 
earthing them. But to leave them 
intact is to expose yourself with 
caution and mastery. We must do 
the same in deeming from our 
old and beautiful earth the re­ 
mains of these somber years of 
war. It is a difficult and delicate 
task."

Violence On Wane 
Strike Spreading 
In Africa Unrest 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 
(AP)—Violence appeared on tile 
wane today in riot-bloodied South 
Africa, 
but 
militant 
Negroes 
turned to the strike weapon in 
their campaign against the bated 
passes they must carry as non­ 
whites. 
More and more Negroes were 
expected to stay away from their 
jobs, particularly in Cape Town 
and near Vereeniging, the coef 
and steel center south of Johan­ 
nesburg. Nonwhite townships in 
those areas were the scene of the 
riots Monday and Tuesday in 
which police gunfire killed at least 
67 Negroes and wounded 182 or 
more. 
The use of police bullets to quell 
the Negro demonstrations set off 
a worldwide wave of criticism of 
South Africa’s white supremacist 
government. The angry foreign re­ 
action included an extraordinary 
official denunciation by the U.S. 
State Department. 
Thousands of police backed by 
armored cars enforced a tense 
truce in most areas. 
The black settlement of Langs, 
near Cape Town, where at least 
six Negroes were killed Monday, 
was the chief trouble center Tues­ 


day. Crowds burned, at least eight 
buildings and stoned firemen and 
police. One Negro wan shot and 
killed. 
Aroused political opponents of 
Prime Minister Hendryk Verwoerd 
demanded a thorough investigation 
of the violence and an end to 
South Africa’s "drift to disaster" 
Verwoerd, whose Nationalist party 
masterminded the nation’s rigid 
white supremacy policies, said he 
would consider naming a commis­ 
sion to study the crisis. 
Thousands of Negro laborers 
stayed home Tuesday in Cape 
Town and Vereeniging, protesting 
the identification pastes that are 
one of the most hated features of 
South Africa’s racial tows. This 
forced some business shutdowns 
and discontinuance of nonwhite 
bus service. 
Hundreds of Negroes marched 
into police stations, pleading to be 
arrested for not possessing the 
passes they are required to carry 
day and night. 
The original purpose of the Ne­ 
gro protest campaign, sponsored 
by 
the militant 
Pan-Africanist 
party, was to fill the jails to over­ 
flowing and paralyze the economy 
of this nation of IO million blacks 
and 3 million whites. But police 
arrested only the ringleaders.

the wreckage—and of human tis­ 
sue—aU but proved that the air­ 
plane explosion occurred in the 
part of the plane that Frank had 
occupied. 


The CAB announced previously 
that a dynamite explosion touched 
off by a dry cell battery occurred 
inside the plane near a seat used 
by Frank. 
Frank’s body and some wreck­ 
age stained with explosive ma­ 
terials were found 20 miles from 
the main part (rf the plane, where 
the bodies of the 33 other victims 
were located. 
The new evidence scheduled to 
be introduced concerned the dis­ 
covery inside the airplane wreck­ 
age of chips of bone and other 
parts of Frank’s body, including a 
part of one of bis missing legs. 
Tuesday’s evidence all pointed 
to normal functioning of the Na­ 
tional Airlines plane and crew on 
a routine flight from New York 
to Miami, up to the time of the 
explosion.

Passage would send the bill to 
the weary Senate, which began 
debating civil rights Feb. IS. Even 
after n aeries of around the clock 
sessions, the Senate has not yet 
•greed on e bill. 
The Senate was expected to take 
at least another week, with indi­ 
cations it still may pass its awn 
bill instead of 
accepting that 
passed by the House. Such action 
could delay for wades or months 
final passage of a civil rights bill. 
If the two houses pass separate 
versions, action by a conference 
committee would be needed to 
compromise the differences. That 
would open the measure to re­ 
newed delaying action by South­ 
ern opponents.

Is 
it “morally wron g” n ot to have 
equ al represen tation of all races 
an d colors at all pu blic fu n ction s? 
What abou t access to the homes 
of pu blic officials whose salaries 
are paid by the taxpayers or 
admission to exclu sive clu bs that 
en joy tax exemption s? Plain ly all 
in Avidu al rights an d cu stoms cou ld 
be bru shed a s i d e if the sole cri­ 
terion is whether the in dividu al or 
his home or his place of Imsin ess 
happen s to be related to a govern ­ 
men t salary, a tax exempÜMi or 
some other govern men tal privilege.

This con flict was apparen t in the 
momen tou s decision <rf the Su preme 


Cou rt of the Un ited States in 1954 
which overtu rn ed the “deparat* 
bu t equ al” doctrin e in pu blic-school 
facilities for all races. 
Man y lawyers have often spoken 
of the desegregation ru lin g o f the 
cou rt as “the right decision for the 
wron g reason s.” What this mean s 
is Aat segregation may be moral­ 
ly wron g bu t the cou rt gave “psy­ 
chology” rather than legal reason s 
for reversin g the previou s &ipreme 
Cou rt decision s. 
Also, was it morally right or even 
legally right for the Con gress in 
1867 an d 1868 to sen d military 
forces in to the state Legislatu res 
o f the Sou th an d compel them, at 
the poin t of the bayon et, to ratify 
the 14th Amen dmen t? 


YET THIS IS the amen dmen t 
that has formed the basis for Ae 
desegregation decision s of the Su ­ 
preme Cou rt. The cMn pu lsion oc­ 
cu rred two years after the war was 
over an d after the sou thern rtates 
had been accepted in to the Un ion . 
It was also after the action of 
these same Legislatu res in ratify­ 
in g the 13th Amen dmen t — abolish­ 
in g slavery — had been accepted 
as fu lly legal by Con gress. 
It has always been the du ty of 
the secretary of state to issu e a 
proclamation when a con stitu tion al 
amen dmen t has been du ly ratttied. 
Yet Secretary of State Seward, in 
his proclamation of Ju ly 20, 1868, 
said, in effect, that the 14th Amen d­ 
men t cou ld be regarded as ratified 
if Legislatu res of six sou thern 
states cou ld be con sidered to be 
legally con stitu ted an d if Ohio an d 
New Jersey, which chan ged their 
min ifc, were bou n d by their origin al 
resolu tion of aw)rovaI. 
This expression of dou bt cau sed 
Con gress to pass a join t resolu tion 
ttie n ext day declarin g the 14th 
amen An en t as adopted an d Arect- 
in g the secretary of state to prom- 
u gate it as legal. 
No su ch power exists in Con gress 
u n der the Con stitu tion to say what 
con stitu tion al 
amen dmen ts hav« 
been legally adopted or to order 
the secretary of state to declare an 
amen dmen t ratified tt he has legal 
dMibts abou t it. 
This is a fu n ction of the Su preme 
Cou rt of the Un ited ^ates. It wa.s, 
therefore, both “legally wron g” 
an d “morally wron g” for the 14A 
Amen dmen t to be proclaimed as 
legally ratified after the sou thern 
Legislatu res had been coerced. 
Oddly 
en ou gh, 
the 
Su preme 
Cou rt, which is su pposed to decide 
kgal con troversies, has con sisten t­ 
ly refu sed from that day to this to 
pass u pon the con stitu tion ality of 
the actu al process by which the 
14th An aen dmen t was allegeAy 
ratified. 
The cou rt has repeatedly dodged 
the issu e an d called it a “political 
qu estion ,” preferrin g in stead mere­ 
ly to assu me the validity of the 
amen dmen t itself for all practical 
IHirposes. 
This is an example of SMn ethin g 
that can be called “morally right, 
yet legally wron g ” It is precisely 
his doctrin e which has pron h>ted 
maity ru lers in history to claim that 
“the en d ju stifies Ae mean s.”

It is too much to hope that extremists in 
segregation in the United States wifi prefit 
by the experience of extremists in segrega­ 
tion in South Africa-42 dead, SOS hurt in 
one round of violence. 
It also Is too much to hope that extremists 
In South Africa might learn something from 
die experience of moderates among Integra­ 
tionist* in the United States. Hwy have 
shown what can be done. 
Whether the extremists are white or black 
—and extremism la not the monopoly of 
either group—the fact they are extremists 
will Mind them to the universality of the 
lessons taught by tho struggle of the colored 
races to shake off die yoke of white suprem­ 
acy wherever it has been fastened on them 
by custom and decree.

IT IS A FAHEEM that can be seen in 
various stages of development everywhere 
on earth. The colored races, resentful of gen­ 
erations of supervision, exploitation and some­ 
time* of abuse and cruelty, eau on the march. 
they are taking Els reins of destiny Into 
their own hands. 
True, they am being encouraged to do 
this in some instances by misdiief-makers 
among the 'white races, Just ae Britons sod 
Frenchmen ones used American Indians to 
create friction to the United States. But the 
mischief-makers did not create die surge cf 
self -determination that Is drowning tho ves­ 
tiges of coioniaitem and exptottatien; 
they 
ore only taking adrent ago of a force that 
has its origin to the universe! desire to be 
self-determining—to he free. 
The force hat asserted itself to Aria. It 


has been powerful in Africa It is the source 
of France** grief in Algeria. It is acutely 
troublesome in the United States. Wherever 
men of different colors are trying to get 
along together, there is a new element in 
their relationship—an assertion of equality 
by men once held in bondage. 
What was still being called the "white 
man’s burden" before World War II has 
been transformed since the war into the 
white man’s chafienge to help his colored 
brother reach equal status before extremists 
damage the dream beyond repair and lay 
the groundwork for generations of strife. 


THE UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA has been 
dominated by white extremists. They argue 
that they have no choice but ruthlessness be­ 
cause they ere outnumbered by Negroes not 
ready for self-government. But ruthlessness 
has been turned into a self-defeating policy 
by a surge of self-determination among the 
colored races. 
Tha more they are repressed, the more 
dynamic they will be. They have enough po­ 
tential power to upset the world, if they are 
goaded into using H vengefully. 
Racial tolerance la a hard lesson to teach 
In troubled times. It may be too hard to 
laara, even ta the United States, now in its 
astond leo years of travail with a problem it 
sUfi has not solved. 
Ona thing is established. One thing cannot 
ba changad. The end of an era in color lines 
has been reached. What remains to be 
learned la whether men of aH colors, but 
chiefly Eta white men who have been su­ 
preme, will be smart enough to open e better 
era.

For Oxford was of the House 
of Lancaster, and political power 
waa equally shared in the days 
before the Tudors by the House 
of York. But scholarship again 
comes to the rescue. 
Aa the letter points out, a griev­ 
ous posthumous injury has been 
visited upon Richard III of the 
Heme of York. In a fine book, 
profusely documented, an Ameri­ 
can author, Paul Murray Kendall, 
has proved, at least to me, that 
Richard was a pretty decent king 
and that 
after 
his 
death at 
Bosworth Field malicious Tudor 
historians smothered his memory 
with all sorts of weird inventions. 
The 
line suggested 
by tee 
Elliott-Leach letter might be pur­ 
sued further. I suggest that the 
greatest and most misunderstood 
and blackened political writer of 
his age, Niccolo Maehiavelli, be 
suitably honored. 
But here again we have partis­ 
anship, for the Medici were not 
fond of him. Therefore, why not 
balance tee matter by conferring 
a doctorate in fine arts upon 
Lorenso "the Magnificent" 
de 
Medici? 
The list of the neglected could 
be attended, but this is enough to 
extricate the president and fellows 
of Harvard from the charge of 
Republicanism.

Custom and tradition have long 
influenced human behavior and. 
when a majority decides that cus­ 
tom shall be broken. H either 
brings this about voluntarily or im­ 
poses its will by law. 
The Florida governor is within 
his prerogatives to toying to per­ 
suade his fellow citizen* that they 
should Meek with tradition and 
custom but he is wise to adding 
that it is lawful for them to main­ 
tain their individual rights. 
Many owners of chair stores 
might agree with Gov. Collins that, 
once they open their dows to the 
public, they should open afi depart­ 
ments on the same basis to every­ 
body. There is no doubt that the 
owners have the right to do so but 
that isn’t the real difficulty. 
The store owners a re darting 
with the deep • seated convictions 
of their customers and are running 
the risk of antagonizing one aet to 
please another set. 
It’s not the store owners but the 
public which establishes the social 
customs that prevail. 
Can those customs be broken 
down by public agitation end by 
demonstrations that are provoca­ 
tive of counter-demonstration* or 
can they better be adjusted to 
change by calm discussions and bi­ 
racial conferences 
of 
citizens? 
These are the fundamental issues. 


BASICALLY, the problem has 
many potentialities fw friction. Is 
it "morally wrong” to select one’s 
customers or to fail to invite cer­ 
tain guests for dinner? 
Many a social function takes 
place in governmental dreks here 
without Negroes being present. Is 
it "morally wrong” not to have 
equal representation of all races 
and colors at all public functions? 
What about access to the homes 
of public officials whose salaries 
are paid, by the taxpayers or 
admission to eadusive dubs dirt 
enjoy tax exemptions? Plainly afi 
individual rights and customs could 
be brushed a s I d e if the sole cri­ 
terion is whether tile individual w 
his home w his place of business 
happens to be related to a govern­ 
ment salary, a tax exemption w 
some other governmental privilege. 
Then there’s another aspect of 
the conflict between what is some­ 
times called morally right w 
wrong and what’s being teemed 
legally right or wrong. 
This conflict was apparent in the 
momentous decision of the Supreme 


Court of the United States to 1954 
which overturned the "deparats 
but equal” doctrine in public-school 
facilities for all races. 
Many lawyers have often spoken 
of the desegregation ruling of the 
court as "the right decision for the 
wrong reasons.” What this means 
is that segregation may be moral­ 
ly wrong but the court gave “psy­ 
chology” rather than legal reasons 
for reversing the previous Supreme 
Court decisions. 
Also, was it morally right or even 
legally right for the Congress in 
1867 and 196$ to send military 
forces into the state Legislatures 
of the South and compel them, at 
the point of the bayonet, to ratify 
the 14th Amendment? 


YET THIS IS the amendment 
that has formed the basis for the 
desegregation decisions of the Su­ 
preme Court. The compulsion oc­ 
curred two years after the war was 
over and after the southern states 
had been accepted into the Union. 
It was also after the action of 
these same Legislatures in ratify­ 
ing the 13th Amendment — abolish­ 
ing slavery — had been accepted 
as fully legal by Congress. 
It has always been the duty of 
the secretary of state to issue a 
proclamation when a constitutional 
amendment has been duly ratified. 
Yet Secretary of State Seward, in 
his proclamation of July 20, ISM, 
said, in effect, that the 14th Amend­ 
ment could be regarded as ratified 
if Legislatures of six southern 
states could be considered to be 
legally constituted and if Ohio and 
New Jersey, which changed their 
minds, were bound by their original 
resolution of approval. 
This expression of doubt caused 
Congress to pass a joint resolution 
the next day declaring the lite 
amendment as adopted and direct­ 
ing the secretary of state to prom- 
ugate it at legal. 
No such power exists in Congress 
under tee Constitution to say what 
constitutional amendments have 
been legally adopted or to order 
the secretary of state to declare an 
amendment ratified if he has legal 
doubts about it. 
TMs is a function of the Supreme 
Court of the United States. It was. 
therefore, both "legally wrong” 
and "morally wrong’’ for the 14th 
Amendment to be proclaimed as 
legally ratified after the southern 
Legislatures had been coerced. 
Oddly 
enough, 
the 
Supreme 
Court, which is supposed to dscide 
legal controversies, bas consistent­ 
ly refused from teat day to this to 
pass upon the constitutionality of 
tile actual process by which tee 
14th Amendment was allegedly 
ratified. 
The court has repeatedly dodged 
the issue and called it a "political 
question." preferring instead mere­ 
ly to assume the validity of the 
amendment itself for all practical 
purposes. 
This is an example of something 
that can be called “morally right, 
yet legally wrong." It is precisely 
his doctrine which has prompted 
many rulers in history to claim that 
“the end justifies the means." 
Fast Action On Civil Rights

WASHINGTON 
Sen Lyndon Johnson of Texas is 
thinking in terms of fast Senate 
action on a civil rights bill, once 
the House has completed its job, 
and in terms of a bill with probab­ 
ly five parts. 
The tall Texan, leader of the 
Senate Democrats, appears confi­ 
dent the Senate will get down to 
business in a Marry after the 
House has acted and that Con­ 
gress will produce a good but 
moderate piece of legislation. 
The House, wrangling over a 
civil rights bill since March IO, 
should finish up this week. In the 
House, .where debate is limited, 
this will be rather speedy, con­ 
sidering the opposition Southerners 
put up on a subject like this. 
As for the Senate ifs an edu­ 
cated guess it wifi get through 
with its own bill April 2, e week 
from Saturday, 
after debating 
civil limits since Feb. 15. There 
again the Southerners stowed ac­ 
tion to a crawl. 
The Senate bill may well be 
different from the House version. 
But there can be no new civil 
rights law until both Houses agree 
on a single bill. So the battle by 
no means will be over when the 
Senate finishes in April. 
The Senate bill may be a mix­ 
ture of tile Senate’s own idpas, 
some from the proposals of the 
Eisenhower administration, 
and 
some from the House bill. 
As Johnson sees it the bill as 
passed by the Senate may: 
1. Have a voting rights section. 
This means protection for Negro 
voting rights in tho South through 
a referee system or something 
similar to it. The Senate hasn't 
acted on this one yet. The House 
approved Tuesday the plan for 
court-appointed 
federal 
agents, 
called referees, to oversee regis­ 
tration, voting and vote-counting 
in areas where systematic dis­ 
crimination against Negroes is 
found. 
2. Provide criminal penalties 
for interstate transportation of 
any explosive Intended for bomb­ 
ing public or private butidtaft, not 
Just integrated schools. The Senate 
already has approved this section. 
The House tackles it today. 
3. Make it a federal offense to 
Interfere with court orders. Tha 


Senate previously knocked dows 
this idea, but may reinstate it in 
some form. What form isn’t dear 
yet. 
4. Order voting records pre­ 
served. 
5. Provide education for serv­ 
icemen’s children in areas where 
schools 
are 
closed 
to 
avoid 
integration. 
How could Johnson hope to 
finish up a bill Mr April I if the 
Senate, where tee Southerners 
have filibustered and blocked, bae 
hardly moved after more than a 
month of talking? 
Johnson is quite an operator in 
getting Senate action when he 
wants it. He is the Capitol Hill 
apostle of the “let's reason to­ 
gether” 
approach 
to 
warring 
groins of senators. 
Furthermore, if Johnson and 
others in the Senate finally tell 
the Southerners there to pipe 
down and let the work go on, the 
Southerners 
can 
hardly claim 
they haven’t had a chance to 
speak their piece. 
Shutting them up should be easy 
once the rest of the Senate realty 
warts to. The Southern opposition 
totals only a solid 18 out of a 
total membership of IOO.

Dunn called attention to the 
fact that the nation is observing 
National Wildlife Week and that 
conservationist, schools and other 
groups are focusing public atten­ 
tion on the problem of keeping 
wildlife numbers up as natural 
wildlife habitat goes down. 
Since m(» t wildlife is a farm 
“crop,” tiie public is interested in 
an observance of this kind, Dunn 
said. 
Game p<^ulations, song birds 
and other wildlife flourish or de­ 
cline from the effects of many 
factors and it is not always pos­ 
sible for the individual farmer to 
control all of them. 
However, 
biologists 
generally 
agree that the one best way to 
assure lots of wildlife is to give 
them the kind of habitat 
t he y 
need. Habitat involves just three 
things ordinarily — the right kind 
c< food, proper shelter from na­ 
tural enemies and a wholesome 
water supply. These must be avail­ 
able, not just in the summer time, 
twit throughout the year in most 
cases. 
H. L. Reuther. U. S. Soil Con- 
servaUon Service technician, said 
“plans for good wildlife habitat 
can be included r i^ t in the same 
soil conservation plan that sets 
the stage for <rther farm manage­ 
ment iM-actices. 


“If a farmer wishes to encour­ 
age certain kinds of birds or ani­ 
mals, we can help him make his 
farm attractive to them. And if 
it’s fish he is interested in, we 
can look into the possibilities for 
proper stocking and care of his 
tarm pond.” 
Farmers of the area have al­ 
ready done a great deal to im­ 
prove the outlook for wildlife, 
Dunn said. In the last 5 years, 
conservationists have assisted far­ 
mers with 1,257 rods of hedgerow 
planting, 539 acres of wildlife area 
improvement, 1,153 acres of wood­ 
land prirtection and have stocked 
8 ponds with bass and blue gills. 
In addition, co-operators with­ 
out special wildlife practices have 
improved the food and shelter sit­ 
uation wita the diversification of 
crops that goes with conservation 
farming. “The way we fall down 
most often is in failing to ipro- 
vide food and cover through the 
winter months,” he added. 
Persons who own or operate land 
and are interested in doing more 
to provide for needs of wildlife 
are urged to seek advice and help 
from the Columbiana Soil Conser­ 
vation District, Dunn said.

Resumption of a contract with 
the new Big Fiv e of Southern 
California, Stanford, Washington, 
UCLA and California recently was 
killed by a 5-5 deadlock v ote. 
Ultimately , the switch against 
the New Year’s Day classic by 
(Aio State key noted the death of 
a new pact, OSU joined the neg- 


ativ e side of Minneiota, Rlinois, 
Northwestern and Wisconsin, 
The Rose Bowl created a two- 
sided issue between the education­ 
al and athletic branches at v ari­ 
ous schools. 
On the one side were the facul­ 
ties, sensitiv e about their feelings 
of ov eremphasis on sports and the 
effect academically . 
On the other were the athletic 
departments, acutely aware of the 
prestige-filled Rose Bowl as a 
medium for cry stallizing the foot­ 
ball program—a program depend­ 
ent on carry ing to a great ex tent 
the entire athletic financial load. 
Loss of a Rose Bowl contract 
cost the conference $300,000 a y ear 
and a recruiting sales pitch that 
cannot be measured in money . 


The loss, parlay ed with what re­ 
cruiting problems may be imposed 
already by the financial aid plan 
based on need, brought coaches 
and athletic directors to a new 
boil. 
Issues began mounting a y ear 
ago. A so-called ex plosion at dlio 
State v ested athletic control in a 
Faculty Council rather than 
a 
faculty -dominated but iwro-athletic 
committee. The new group was 
anti-Rose Bowl. 
With the post-season game dead 
on a contractual lev el, an escape 
clause was uncov ered permitting 
Rose Bowl participation on an in­ 
div idual school basis. A majority 
v ote was needed to knoric it out 
of the by laws. Indiana switched, 


making the v ote against indiv i­ 
dual school participation 64. 
'This irked athletic directors and 
they tossed a hot potato into the 
laps of the faculties by proposing 
that toe Big Ten, for the sake of 
consistency , ban post-season com­ 
petition in all sports. 
This now is being v oted on at 
an institutional lev el. It is a cal­ 
culated gamble by athletic direc­ 
tors who hope to bring faculties 
around to ey eing sports programs 
in a new light. 
The primary 
thought behind it is a possible 
ev entual new outlook on post-sea­ 
son football. 
If the gamble fails, the Big Ten 
could become the Iv y League of 
the Midwest.

Martin F. O’Donogbue, chair­ 
man of the three-man monitor 
board, said he is requesting per­ 
mission from U.S. Dist. J udge F. 
Dickinson Letts to file charges al­ 
leging nonfeasance and malfeas­ 
ance in office against Hoffa. 
Hoffa already faces trial before 
J udge Letts April 27 on monitw 
charges that he misused $40,000 
of Detroit Local 299 funds to hdp 
finance a Flwida real estate de­ 
v elopment. Hoffa has denied the 
charge. 
J udge Letts appointed ttie moni­ 
tors two y ears ago to act as ov er­ 
seers of a corruption cleanup in 
the union. 


O’Dorjoghue spoke out after a 
series of rapid-fire dev elopments 
Tuesday . Fir^, Letts denied a 
Ukov e by Hoffa to prev ent the 
monitors from publicizing their 
complaints and actions. Letts said 
news - reporters are entitled to 
know what the monitors are doing.

is quitting. As reasons, he gav e ill 
health and a feeling that the mon­ 
itors were only try ing to “ get rid 
of Hoffa” and other Teamsters 
leaders instead of try ing to guar­ 
antee rights of rank-and file union 
members.

Birds of prey, maligned a n d 
aughtered, have an undeserved 
mutation as villains. 
Hawks, though generally con- 
•mned as chicken thieves, steal 
■ry little poultry. Eagles do not 
irry off children. Owls are not a 
ajor menace to game birds. 
Predatory birds kill instinctively 
r food, not wantonly, the Na- 
>nal Geographic Society says. 
icy destroy countless rodents, 
sects, and other pests. T h e y 
dp preserve the balance o f na* 
re by checking destructive in­ 
eases in animal population and 
ceding out weak individuals. 
Even the most ferocious hunters 
ive a special lordliness. A na- 
ralist gave this description of 
e duck hawk: “A powerful, wild, 
a j e s t i c , independent bird... 
aiming all the atmosphere as 
i domain, and fearing neither 
;ast that walks nor bird that 
es, it is the very embodiment 
noble rapacity and lonely frce­ 
rn.” 
An airplane pilot diving at 175

a duck hawk shoot past him 
though the plane was standing 
still.” The hawk was blitzing a 
flock of ducks. 
Though they are merciless hun­ 
ters, hawks are playful. They en­ 
joy hectoring other birds by plun­ 
ging at them, then swerving aside. 
One observer saw a duck hawk 
chase a frightened cormorant and 
lightly tap it on the back. 
Hawks are bold and reckless. A 
red-shouldered hawk chased a rat 
through an open garage door in 
New York City, ignoring a startled 
mechanic. A determined sharp- 
shinned hawk crashed through two 
layers of greenhouse glass a n d 
was stopped only by a third pane. 
H a w k s sometimes overreach 
themselves. The osprey, or fish 
hawk, dives underwater to catch 
f i s h with its sharp talons. Oc­ 
casionally, an osprey grabs a fish 
too big to lift, cannot release its 
grip, and drowns. 
A mw* common problem for 
the osprey, however, is toe rivalry 
of the bald eagle, which steals fish 
from its smaller relative.
